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Man found guilty in 2-year-old shooting

The Westland Police depart¬ 
ment closed the book on a 2-year- 
old murder case last week. 

They received a guilty verdict 
Friday in a drug-related homi¬ 
cide that took place in March, 
2001, according to Lt. Jim 
Ridener 


Michael Banks Morgan, a 22- 
year-old Garden City resident 
and one of four suspects police 
believe were involved in the 
murder, was convicted in Wayne 
County Circuit Court of felony 
murder, conspiracy to commit 
murder and conspiracy to 
attempt robbery while armed. 

The other three suspects, 23- 
year-old Jeremiah Brooks of 


Bedford, 23-year-old Eladio Nino 
of River Rouge and 21-year-old 
Patrick Bates, pleaded guilty to 
the lesser charge of second- 
degree murder last year 

Morgan faces life in prison 
without parole. 

“It’s a fitting end,” said 
Ridener.

Officials to visit 
out-of-state tracks

City of Romulus officials hope 
a fact-finding expedition to two 
out-of-state racetracks will give 
them perspective on a 212-acre 
development that may come to 
town. 

They’re planning to visit the 
Gulf Stream racetrack and club¬ 
house in Florida, which is near 
Palm Meadows and another in 
Texas, called the Lone Star 
Each trip was suggested by 
consultants and city officials of 
those communities as the best 
way to get a broader view of the 
type of impact racetracks have 
had on the community, according 
to City Planner Cindy Lyoa 
‘They’ve told us to come out 
and visit to determine what it 
was like,” Lyon told the Romulus 
City Council last Monday. “We 
thought it was important to get a 
good idea of what the project 
was.” 

The 212-acre development 
under consideration is called 
Michigan Downs, and will be 
located off Vining Road, between 
Smith on the north and Wick 
Road on the south. 

It would cost at least $80 mil¬ 
lion to build and be constructed 
in three phases, according to Jim 
McAlpine, president and Chief 
Executive Officer (CEO) of 
Magna Entertainment Group, the 
firm developing the project 
Because it is such a large 
development and will have a sig¬ 
nificant impact on the city and its 
environs, city officials said they 
wanted to get a look at the broad¬ 


er influence it will have. They 
want to look at how the facility 
interacts with the community 
and vice-versa, and look at 
aspects of public safety and traf¬ 
fic flow. 

The group that will take the 
trip will be a collection of city 
planners, economic develop¬ 
ment director Timothy Keyes 
and members of the city council 
or planning commissioa 

City officials are already con¬ 
cerned about how the public 
would react to the trip though, 
because Magna Entertainment 
will ultimately reimburse the city 
for the expense of the trip. In the 
resolution approving the trip, 
council members were sure to 
state that the visit would not be 
considered a gift, nor used for 
entertainment purposes. The 
resolution specified a fact-find¬ 
ing visit that would look at issues 
like traffic management 

Even so. Councilman Leroy 
Burcoff voted against the plan. 

Planning Commissioner 
Cathy FYetag said she had visited 
the Florida location recently 
during a vacatioa 

“It was a first-class track,” she 
said. “It was clean and very invit¬ 
ing. I was very impressed with 
the facility.” 

City planners are still working 
with representatives from Magna 
as they discuss development 
issues. A decision on the facility 
could come before the end of the 
summer, according to Lyon She 
said a public hearing has been 
tentatively set for July 30, and the 
city council could vote on the 
plan in August 


Police seek family of 
man killed in Canton

A 36-year-old man was struck 
and killed at the intersection of 
Michigan Avenue and Beck Road 
at approximately 4:20 am. June 25. 

Canton Township police said 
the man was walking on east- 
bound Michigan Avenue when a 
Chevy pick-up truck driven by a 
36-year-old Plymouth resident 
struck him. 

“The pedestrian was walking 
in the road and the driver didn’t 
see him until the last second,” 
said Canton Police Sgt. Todd 
Mutchler “Alcohol was not a fac¬ 
tor in the accident and it is 


unlikely that the driver will be 
charged.” 

Mutchler said a Lincoln, Neb. 
state ID card was found on the 
pedestrian who has been identi¬ 
fied as Gary R. Davis. 

“He was a transient,” he said. 
“He worked a lot of different jobs 
in a lot of different places.” 

Davis died at 11:47 am., that 
same morning, at St. Joseph 
Mercy Hospital in Ypsilanti. 
Police have been unable to 
locate family members of the vic¬ 
tim, according to Mutchler.

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Saturday nightr Romulus resident Elmer 
Gauvin had to wait a little longer to find out how 
much his life would change. 

Gauvin, one of five Michigan residents with a 
chance to win $2 million in the Michigan Lottery 
$2 million Blast game, said he was pacing and 
nervous in the luxury suite at Comerica Park, 
where he - or one of four other contestants - 
would soon be $2 million richer 

The ceremony was set to take place after the 
seventh inning of the Saturday night game 
between the DetroitTigers and the Arizona 
Diamondbacks. 

Gauvin and the four other finalists - Brian 
Lutze of Bay City, Barbara O’Keefe of Livonia, 
Sue Emerick of Monroe and Danny Batou of 
Sterling Heights - would each select a large 
envelope laid out in fix)nt of the Tigers’ dugout 
One of those would contain a check for $2 mil¬ 
lion. 

“It’s pretty intense,” said Gauvin before the 
final drawing. 

He and his fellow finalists made small talk in 
the suite before the game. 

And then the rain started. 

It drenched the stadium as a severe weather 
pattern rolled across the sky, but when it depart¬ 
ed it left a huge double rainbow across the hori¬ 
zon. 

Unfortunately for Gauvin, though, there was

Inkster student’s talent rewarded with home computer ^stem

Budding artist Orrice Magee, Jr. 
believes art should make people think 
about their surroundings. 

And apparently the 15-year-old knows 
what he’s talking about 

Magee was recently awarded a home 
computer system as first prize in the 
Inkster Weed and Seed Poster Contest 
Magee, a student at Inkster High School, 
coihpeted in the 9th to 12th grade category. 
His artwork was selected from numerous 
entries from more than 300 Weed and 
Seed communities nationwide. 

Magee’s concept for the mixed media 
piece - which he created using pens, 
markers and colored pencils as required 
by the contest rules - started to take shape 
after he heard about the theme, “How 
does the Weed and Seed oi:ganization help 
your community?” 

“I used a couple of things to make my 
point,” said the 10th grader. “It just came 
out with the topic. I tried to (create a) 
design that shows that Weed and Seed is 
about non-violence.” 

Magee’s poster includes several 
images. The scene is set against the back¬ 
drop of an urban community, with a group 
of people holding signs emblazoned with 
various non-violence messages. The 
poster, once printed will be seen at Inkster 
schools and at Weed and Seed sites across 
Inkster 

Drawing has been a favorite pastime 
for Magee since he was about 5 or 6 years 
old, according to his mother, Angeline 
Magee. 

“We noticed his talent early on,” she 
said. “I remember that his first drawing 
was of a pig. I could tell immediately that 
he was talented. The drawing was so good 
I thought he traced it”

Magee’s artistic talent might also be 
genetic. His father, Orrice Magee, Sr, 
attended classes at Detroit Center for 
Creative Studies before taking work in the 
automotive industry. He recently patented 
his own computer animation software. He 
said that family responsibilities have kept 
him from pursuing his dreams of a career 
in art, which made him more determined 
to ensure his son could pursue his goal. 

“I’m a realisL but my son isn’L” Magee 
Sr. said. “He likes things that are a little 
wilder But I’ve spent a lot of time teaching 
him some techniques.” 

Both Magee’s parents said they are 
aware of the difficulties of a cai^eer in the 
arts, but both are doing everything they 
can to support their son’s aspirations. 

“Our objective is to help Orrice pursue 


(a career in art),” Angeline Magee said. 
“He draws all of the time; it’s more than 
something he does, it’s who he is. We 
believe he can make it as an artist”

Student cars must be 
completely stock or unmodified, 
to be eligible to compete. The 
cars must also achieve preset 
race conditions, including start¬ 
ing reaction time, speed a desig¬ 
nated intervals (100, 200, 300 
yards), speed at the-finish and 
total elapsed time. 

Linderman said he was 
“thrilled” about his wia He was 
impressed, he said, with how 
well run the event was. 

“Everybody had a great time,” 
he said of his fellow student par¬ 
ticipants. 

Linderman took advantage of 


every opportunity to practice his 
driving skills and drove the drag¬ 
way track on nights it wasn’t 
being used for races. “My initial 
raction time was often not the 
fastest, but 1 caught up by the 
time we reached the first 100- 
yard post” he explained. 

The student earned nothing 
but praise from his auto lab 
teacher Bob McLain who under¬ 
stands his need for speed. 

“1 was really pleased to see 
Jeremy achieve this special 
goal,” McLain said. ‘Jeremy has 
excellent work habits and should 
become very successful in the 
future.

Canadian sewage being accepted at Carleten Farms

Residents of Sumpter Township may 
not be aware that more than garbage is 
coming over the Canadian border to 
Carleton Fhrms. 

The City of Toronto recently modified 
^ existing contract with landfill owner 
Republic Services to accept sewage 
sludge along with garbage when the 
Canadian community exhausts the prima¬ 
ry means of sludge disposal. 

Matt Neely, area president of Republic 
Services for Michigan, said the accep¬ 
tance of sludge at the landfill has been an 
ongoing project for the last two and a half 
years. The contract has now been extend¬ 
ed for the next four years, with the landfill 
charging the same tipping fee for sludge 


as it does trash. 

The contract is now a direct agreement 
with Carleton Farms, making the landfill 
liable for the waste and not the City of 
Toronto. 

Neely said the landfill will accept a 
maximum of 55,(XX) tons of sludge, a ball¬ 
park estimate. Toronto will only send the 
sludge during periods when it cannot 
spread it over farmland or manufacture it 
into processed fertilizer pellets, he said. 

Neely said the sludge is safe, as it is 
treated according to high standards. 
According to experts, accepting the sludge 
is not a health issue, he said. 

“It is highly treated wastewater sludge, 
tested for odor and pathogen control,” 
Neely said. 

Township Resident Thomas Weedon, 
who campaigned for the office of township 


supervisor on the Republican ticket said 
it is important to remember that viruses 
cannot live outside the human body. The 
township receives good income from the 
landfill, and has received trash from 
Detroit for 20 or 30 years, he said. Detroit 
garbage is no better or worse than 
Canadian, Weedon said. 

Weedon said the landfill is built to mod¬ 
em standards with approval from the 
Environ-mental Protection Agency (ERA). 
The landfill will be sealed and capped 
when it is full, with running methane 
pumps that will dispose clean air. 

“Maybe we don’t like it, but it will 
decompose 100 feel It will shrink to 20 
feet tall in 30 years,” Weedon said. 

Resident Sharon Claxton said she is 
concerned with medical waste coming in 
from Canada She said the waste may not 


be as well cared for, as she has heard of a 
garbage tmck coming over the border with 
blood dripping out of it With the recent 
smuggling of drugs in one truck from 
Canada into Carleton Farms and the 
recent SARS scare, Claxton said she is 
concerned. 

“It’s easy access to bring in just about 
anything they want to us, and that just 
scares me,” Claxton said. 

Newly elected Supervisor Toni Clark 
said she hopes the township board will 
reexamine the contract it has with the 
landfill and renegotiate. 

“We need to open the books on that and 
examine the contracL” Clark said. “The 
township should take another look at 
what’s going on with the landfill itself Do 
we really know what we’re really getting 
ourselves into?”

He was only a little disappoint¬ 
ed, he said. 

“It’s all good, ni take the extra 
$5,000,” he said. “Hey, we’re all 
winners, after all.”

Cell phones may not provide needed help in emergency situations

Will that cell phone with gad¬ 
gets like caller ED, three-way call- 
, ing, a hundred different ring 
i tones, games and even Internet 
; access through satellite signals 
J help in an emergency situation? 

; Immediate access to help dur- 
! ing emergencies is an important 
' reason people buy cell phones, 
according to Martha Campbell, 
; director of Health Matters: 
Education and Training, LLC in 
Canton Tbwnship. 

“Yet, cell phones may be pro¬ 
viding a false sense of security,” 

; she said. “While cell phones 
i obviously come in handy if you 
are stranded in your car and for 
other distress situations, there 
are many factors that can affect 
the accuracy of 911 calls made 
from these devices.” 

In addition to the usual prob¬ 
lems associated with ceU phones 
- static, echo or lack of service in 
the area - emergency calls made 
from cell phones aren’t automati¬ 


cally routed to the correct dis¬ 
patcher It depends on which cell 
phone tower receives the original 
signal, accorrling to Campbell. 

‘There are often middlemen 
who are involved in receiving 
emergency cell phone calls and 
routing each call to the appropri¬ 
ate 911 center,” she said. “Since 
every moment is precious in a 
life threatening situation, trying 
to pinpoint the cell caller’s loca¬ 
tion is critical time wasted. 
'Those few minutes can mean the 
difference between life and 
death.” 

Campbell said most dispatch 
equipment doesn’t automatically 
display the location of the cell 
phone caller. When calling from 
a land line an address is auto¬ 
matically displayed to the 911 
dispatcher. She said there is 
effort to change this by 2005. 

“Recent research by various 
organizations has found that 
about 30 percent of all 911 calls 
nationwide come from cell 
phones,” she said. “During a test 
conducted by Consumer Reports,

15 percent of ceil phone callers 
dialing 911 had trouble connect¬ 
ing and 4 percent never got 
through.” 

Many of those failures to reach 
emergency aid, she said, are due 
to people making unnecessary 
non-emergency calls to 911. 

Inadequate service is another 
major concern resulting in more 
than two million calls that don’t 
get through, according to 
Campbell 

Tc^ether with American Safe¬ 
ty and Health Institute (ASHI), 
Campbell offers some tips to 
keep in mind when it is neces¬ 


sary to dial 911 from a cell phone: 

Inform the emergency dis¬ 
patcher that you are calling from 
a cell phone immediately. 

Give the dispatcher your cel¬ 
lular number in case you lose the 
signal. 

Know your specific location 
and give specific details. 

Even if there is no signal, con¬ 
tinue trying, you may eventually 
get enough of a signal to get 
through. 

If calling about a traffic acci¬ 
dent that you or someone else 
has had, pay attention to details 
that will help you remember your 


location, such as mile markers, 
exit numbers, direction you were 
traveling, highway or road num¬ 
ber and count or city that you’re 
traveling through. 

If it is safe and you are able to, 
get out of your car before calling, 
since the signal will be better out¬ 
side of the car 

However, if a land line such as 
a home phone, business phone 
or, even pay phone is available, 
use that phone, she said, so the 
dispatcher will have the exact 
location immediately. 

She also suggests not throwing 
away old phones or phones with¬ 
out minutes or service because 
they can still be useful. 

“As long as the battery is 
charged, you can still use the 
phone to make a 911 call,” she 
said.

A horse, indeed 

Officials in the Cily of Romulus were very careful last week when 
they made a resolution in support of a “fact-finding” trip to other race¬ 
tracks and clubhouses similar to the one planned near the 1-94 
expressway. 

They went so far as to read into the motion the fact that the trip is 
merely for members of the planning department and council to get a 
glimpse of the type of impact a large development like the track 
would have on the host community 

The trips would be to facilities in Florida and Texas, where race¬ 
tracks have recently been constructed. Magna Entertainment, the 
firm that wants to construct the 212-acre development in Romulus, 
will reimburse the city for the costs. 

The plan b^ two questions: when is a gift not a gift, and the age- 
old riddle: is this trip really necessary? 

The fact that city consultants suggested the fact-finding trip doesn’t 
negate the fact that the city ultimately will get paid for it Neither does 
the fact that Florida and Texas officials, when called by Romulus offi¬ 
cials, told them they really had to come down and get a first-person 
perspective. If they were really concerned about the appearance of 
impropriety but still wanted to visit one of the locations, they should 
have ponied up the money themselves. True, budget times are tight, 
and that may not be a feasible optioa In that case, a simple, “Sorry, 
it’s not in the budget” should have sufficed. 

There are examples nearby that Romulus officials can use to 
gauge the impact on a community. The fact that they are older facili¬ 
ties shouldn’t dissuade them - a new development doesn’t stay new 
forever. A quick trip to Northville or a longer trip to Grand Rapids 
would certainly balance out the glitz and glamour of a new facihty. 

But we question the need for the trip in the first place. The 
Michigan Downs development, as proposed, would bring millions of 
dollars in revenue to the City of Romulus, both through additional 
taxes and through breakage funds, which are increments of horse 
track wagers. It would bring hundreds of jobs to the community. It 
would also help improve the image of a city known primarily for the 
airport that sits in the middle of it 

The proposed development is a beautiful facility and should be 
welcomed by city officials. It shouldn’t take a fact-finding visit to deter¬ 
mine that - those facts can be found right here. 


More than the bottom line 

Whether by accident or design, the State of Michigan will ultimate¬ 
ly benefit from the rebidding of 450 acres of land in Northville 
Township. 

The first time bids were solicited for the land, only three interested 
firms, one of which had an outside business relationship with one of 
the state consultants on the project, made an offer for the property. 

Even though the business relationship wasn’t related to the sale of 
the land or the development of the proposals for the land sale, state 
officials decided to rebid the project to avoid the appearance of a con¬ 
flict of interest In the end, that was the right thing to do. 

The state will reap the benefits of it, too. The high bid during the 
first attempt was $70 million from Pulte Homes, and bids the second 
time around generally topped that The highest was $76.7 million. 
Grand Sakwa, who bid $68.5 million the first around and one dollar 
over $76 million in the second round put in the third highest bid. 

Now, state officials have pointed out that the dollar amount isn’t the 
final determination in the bid award. After all, we’re talking about a 
huge chunk of land here, with a variety of proposed uses, geography to 
deal with and perhaps environmental issues, as well. And the state is

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working on a tight timetable. They want 
the sale completed - as in closed - before 
the end of September. That means they 
want assurances that the firm cannot only 
afford to pay what they offered, now, they 
want to know they can pull off the entire 
project 

At least that’s what they’re saying. 

Regardless of whether that turns out to 
be the case, however, the state will benefit 
fit)m a higher land sale. 

Whether or not that turns out to be a 
good thing for the township is another 
question entirely. 

The township, after all, has a huge 
stake in this as well. It’s the largest single 
portion of undeveloped land within the 
community ^barring Maybury State Park 
- and the development of it will set the 
tone for the future of the township. 
Township officials have developed a mas¬ 
ter concept plan for the area, but they’re 
looking for more than a developer who 
merely follows ordinances to the letter 

They want land and lots of it They’re 
looking for about 50 acres of land - about 
20 acres of which they would in turn 


donate to the school district for a new ele¬ 
mentary school. The rest would be set 
aside for a new fire station, a postal distri¬ 
bution center and perhaps more park¬ 
land. 

That’s where the higher bid amount 
may hurt the township. A developer who 
paid only $68.5 million for the land would 
probably be more willing to donate land or 
sell it at a reduced rate than one who paid 
$76 million for it 

It may be a moot issue, because the 
township has been very successful in get¬ 
ting donations from developers in the 
past Sakwa, for example, has donated 
more than 18 acres to the township within 
the past two years. Pulte and Toll Brothers 
have also given land to the township. 

The decision on who would get the 
land hadn’t been made when The Journal 
went to press, but it was expected on 
Wednesday. Hopefully, state officials will 
remain true to their word and choose a 
developer in part because of their willing¬ 
ness to work with the local community. 

It’d be nice if they selected a firm that 
would benefit the community as a whole, 
rather than simply padding their bottom 
line.

The issue of lake access on High Street 
in Belleville is, undoubtedly, complicated. 

I heard much frustration in the voices 
of residents who spoke at meetings of how 
long they have struggled to get back what 
they believe is rightfully theirs from the 
city. The debate seems to have been going 
on for far too long - while Lot 310 contin¬ 
ues to fall into the lake. 

I can imagine how Marlene Haley must 
have felt when the thousands of dollars 
worth of wood and building materials for 
her stairs were hauled away from her 
shore. She was never offered the wood 
back, though she had to pay $300 for the 
return of her docks - with three sections 
brokea Whether Haley built on the prop¬ 
erty legally or not, by the city attorney’s 
definition, she had a prescriptive ease¬ 
ment, having used the property for more 
than 20 years at the time. 

Haley said that two men approached 
her a number of years ago and examined 
her stairs and docks, claiming to be insur¬ 
ance agents of the city. The men went so 
far as to say her structures were sturdy, 
unlike those of some of her neighbors, 
according to Haley. Two years later she 
was told her structures were illegal and 
needed to be removed. Haley said she 
understood the city concern with liability, 
but why was a structure that posed no 
threat destroyed? Granted, liability is a 
murky issue, but whether the structures 
were there or not, the city, as the owner, 
was responsible for the property. 


Dave Dangler, Haley’s next-door neigh¬ 
bor, was given no choice but to insure his 
dock before it was removed by the city. 
Dangler’s insurer insisted that Dangler, 
not the city, was responsible, and would 
not insure the rest of Dangler’s property 
without coverage on the dock Fbr a piece 
of property the city was unsure it even 
rightfully owned until recently, it seems 
quite a few liberties with little concern for 
how those actions would affect residents 
have been takea 

The whole experience has left High 
Street residents bitter. If the issue is 
ignored for another few years, lot 310 will 
fall into the lake and take High Street with 
it Residents resent being prohibited from 
actively taking action against the erosioa 
Haley was told she would get charged with 
dumping in the lake if she tried to use 
crushed cement to help slow the steady 
encroachment of the lake. 

Residents have no assurance that the 
city will take action in a timely manner 
with the suggestion to designate Lot 310 as 
a public park, as the city does little now to 
maintain the area Haley insists if she had 
been left alone to take cai-e of her shore 
there would have been much better 
results. 

Cily officials have no one to blame but 
themselves for the entire mess. If a copy of 
the title had been kept handy, officials 
would have known the property was 
restricted to park designation or for a 
water supply.

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Finns compete for chance 
to redevelop Plymouth site

Petland owner offers product advice

Redevelopment at a former industrial 
site in the City of Plymouth is still a year or 
more away, but officials are a bit closer to 
choosing the firm that will do the work 

They’re also close to signing a deal that 
would earn the city a little money at the site 
in the meantime. 

City Manager Paul Sincock said 11 devel¬ 
opers have met the first deadline in the 
competition for a chance to convert the 
Bathey property on Mill Street into a resi¬ 
dential block 

Each firm submitted a package of cre¬ 
dentials to demonstrate the wherewithal 
they could bring to the job, in response to an 
open request for qualifications sent out by 
city administrators. 

Sincock said he and possibly “one or 
two” other officials would review the pack¬ 
ages to shorten the list of firms that will par¬ 
ticipate in the next round of submissions. 

The city received packages of qualifica¬ 
tions fi'om Burton-Katzman Development 
Co., Crosswinds Communities, Pulte 
Homes, Robertson Brothers, Midtown 
Development, Trowbridge Companies, 
Joseph FVeed and Associates, Adco Group, 
21 Century (sic) Holdings, Cambridge 
Homes and Johnson & McPherson. 

The packets provide answers to officials’ 
general questions about firm size, managers 
and their resumes, experience with similar 
projects, ability to assemble a team of con¬ 
tractors, projected timeline, financial back¬ 
ing and references. 


Only the packages from Burton-Katzman 
Develop’ment Co. and 21 Century (sic) 
Holdings included all the requested materi¬ 
als, accoitying to internal documents from 
Sincock’s office. 

He said the city would likely invite seven 
or eight firms to submit basic plans and 
descriptions of what they would do with the 
site. 

Those requests for proposals could go 
out by the end of July, according to Sincock 

Ultimately, the city commission will use 
the proposals to select a finn 

A report filed earlier this year by city 
planners Carlysle, Wortman and Associates 
found the site best suited to multi-family 
developments, preferably condominiums. 
Apartments are a possibility, too, it said. 

Single-family houses would be less desir¬ 
able, according to the report because their 
owners and residents are more likely to 
exqwse or be exposed to the industrial cont¬ 
amination many expect was left behind by 
the plating factory that once operated on 
the site. 

A preliminary round of environmental 
testing there showed no signs of significant 
contamination, according to Sincock 

More intensive testing won’t occur until 
the city reaches a development deal with a 
firm, he said. 

Until then, it looks as if the city will col¬ 
lect about $1,000 each month from a local 
car dealer who has expressed interest in 
storing cars on the lot 

Sincock would not release the name of 
the dealer until the city inked a contract, 
but said such a deal is imminent

fbr now, the master plan for revamping 
the acres of recreation space behind 
Centr-al Middle School lays draped across 
a table in Plymouth City Hall. But officials 
there say it won’t be long before the plans 
wind up on the shelf 

Financial woes in the city and in the 
public school district make it unlikely that 
the plans will become much more anytime 
soon, according to members of the com¬ 
mittee that commissioned the work 

“Now bear in mind, we have no money” 
said City Manager Paul Sincock before 
thumbing through the drawings last week 
“These are just plans. We’re not in any 
position to go forward with anything right 
now.” 

Sincock received a copy of the master 
plan last week fix)m the two firms that pro¬ 
duced the drawings. Copies are being dis¬ 
tributed to three city commissioners and 
representatives from the school district 
The city and the schools formed a joint 
committee earlier this year to study 
options for expanding recreation facilities 
at Central, the aging school building near 
Plymouth Cily Hall. 

Though the continued use of the building 
as a school has been in question for years. 
Schools Superintendent Jim Ryan has said 
the district will not sell the building. No 
alternative use has yet been proposed. 

The cily-schools committee will meet in

the next week or so to review and approve 
the drawings as a master plan for recre¬ 
ation at the site, according to Dan Dwyer, a 
city commissioner and member of the 
committee. 

Recreation planners and designers 
who produced the master plan included 
three alternate options for the site, each a 
bit more ambitious than the previous one. 

The most dramatic of the plans 
includes a new football field ringed by a 
new track, an outdoor pool and a walking 
path that wends around decorative berms 
and plantings to a play structure.

at Central, though updates to the fences 
and play surfaces would likely figure into 
any rehab on the grounds. 

But the roughly $1.2 million in improve¬ 
ments are likely to remain stuck on paper 
until the financial situation improves for 
the city and schools alike. 

“If we can’t get grant money for it, 1 
don’t think it will happen,” said Dan 
Dwyer, a city commissioner and member 
of the committee. “But we knew that going

Faced with fewer revenues than antici¬ 
pated, the school district and the City of 
Plymouth each made deep cuts in spend¬ 
ing programs in recent months to stave off 
sizeable year-end deficits.

There will be plenty of bands 
marching the streets of down¬ 
town Plymouth and Northville 
tomorrow, but few have the kind 
of history as the 5th Michigan 
Regimental Band. 

It’s a group of Civil War enac¬ 
tors that appear in full Civil War 
regalia, complete with era instru¬ 
ments according to Carol Smith, 
the president of the group. 

The band, always a favorite at 
Fourth of July parades, will 
proudly march the route in 
Plymouth beginning at 7:30 a.m. 
and then travel up to Northville 
to take part in 10 a.m. parade 
there. Smith said. 

The band, which usually par¬ 
ticipates in both parades, almost 
didn’t make either one of them 


this year, she said. They were 
scheduled to take part in a gigan¬ 
tic recreation of the Battle of 
Gettysburg, but the wet spring 
transformed the field there into a 
mud pit that would have made 
the recreation impossible, she 
said. “They said it was just 
‘mudsville,’ and it would have 
been terrible,” she said. 

That recreation was put off 
until August, but the 5th 
Michigan always has plenty of 
events to choose from to keep 
themselves busy. 

The band formed in 1973 as 
the nation prepared for the 
bicentennial celebration, accord¬ 
ing to Smith, whose husband con¬ 
ducts the group. 

Members don the clothing of 
the era and play the instruments 
of the time, which are primarily 
named after the direction they 


face while marching. The bass 
over-the-shoulder-sax horn faces 
behind the marcher, while 
upright frontals face forward. 
The music they play comes fix)m 
that Civil War era, as well. 

“They only play music that 
was written before 1865,” she 
said. “We don’t play anything 
written after that time.” 

The band typically marched 
in fix)nt of advancing troops, she 
said, as they inspired soldiers to 
bravery and - hopefully - victory. 
It’s a position that gave the best 


effect for the troops behind 
them. 

“Sound travels backwards,” 
she said. “You only need 12 band 
members to march 1,000 men. 
Everyone could hear it” 

The band is based on the one 
that was formed Aug. 20,1861 and 
based in Fbrt Wayne in Detroit 
In addition to the period 
instruments, band members will 
be wearing period clothing. That 
means up to seven layers of cloth. 
Smith said. 

The marchers wear sack 


coats, wool coats, cotton shirts 
and period glasses, if applicable. 
And it means that any modem 
accessories - watches, rings, ear¬ 
rings or anything else anti- 
chronological has to come off. 

The band picks and chooses 
from the many events to which 
they are invited, but Smith said 
they always try to take part in a 
July Fourth parade, even if that 
means performing in the heat 
that sometimes comes with it 
“It does get a little warm,” 
Smith said. “The sack coat isn’t ij 
that bad, though, because it 
breathes a little better” 

The Good Morning USA 
parade starts at 7:30 a.m. on 
Main Street in downtown j 
Plymouth. 

The Northville parade starts 
at 10 am., at Main and Griswold 
streets.

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NorOiville schools to change grading system

When Northville middle and high school 
students return to school next year, they’ll 
find some changes on their report cards. 

School board members voted last week 
to implement an extended 4.0 grading 
scale for students. The system will help 
differentiate between scholastic achieve¬ 
ments and better recognize it as a whole, 
board members said. 

The decision came after the issue was 
studied extensively. A grading committee 


made up of teachers, administrators and 
members of the community studied the 
issue during the last two years, according to 
Linda Pallas, assistant superintendent for 
instructional services for the district 

The district currently uses a straight 40 
system to grade students. Students who 
earn 90 percent or above are given A’s, 
while those earning 80 percent or above 
earn B’s, and so oa Next year ‘pluses’ and 
‘minuses’ will be factored in, as welt. 

“The kids will actually have to work for 
their grades,’’ said Board of Education 
President Judy Handley, who pointed out 


that students now receive the same grade 
if they earn an 80 percent as they would if 
they earned 89 percent “Those plusses 
and minuses will show up very difierently. 
We need to start making that public, sooa’’ 

School board member Karen Paciorek 
pointed out that only one of the recom¬ 
mendations made by the committee was 
unanimous. That was to eliminate the 
rank-in-class statistic. 

“It does not recognize the accomplish¬ 
ment of hi^ school students, as a whole,” 
she said. 

High school teachers will pilot a com¬ 


mon matrix for all students and also deter¬ 
mine an adjusted scale for advanced 
placement classes. They’ll review the 
process with the intent of implementing it 
for honors courses at the beginning of the 
2004 school year, according to Pallas. 

“We’re not quite at the finish line, but 
we know it’s in sight,” Handley said 
School Superintendent Leonard 
Rezmierski said that teachers have 
responded favorably to the plan, even 
those that didn’t serve on the committee 
“The teachers have already commented 
on how much this will help them,” he said

Wayne awarded state grant

The City of Wayne will be able 
to afford a little extra help as 
they continue to work on their 
emergency management plans. 

The city received a $16,202.21 
supplemental grant from the 
State of Michigan Emergency 
Management Division to provide 
assistance as tlie city updates the 
Emergency Operations Plan, 
according to Fire Chief Rob 
Dahlman. 

“There is no local match,” he 
said. “It’s direct money.” 

The city has already been 
working on revising the emer¬ 
gency operation plan as it relates 
to hazards and disasters like tor¬ 
nados and other severe storms or 
major fire events, according to 
Dahlman. Much of that has 


already been prepared and is in 
place. The grant allows for the 
city to prepare for two more spe¬ 
cific areas; dealing with Weapons 
of Mass Destruction (WMD) and 
acts of terrorism. 

The grant will supplement the 
salaries of personnel preparing 
the strategies and it will allow the 
city to purchase a laptop comput¬ 
er with the necessary equipment 
to make presentations to groups 
throughout the city. The city cur¬ 
rently doesn’t have a computer 
with Power Point capabilities for 
such informational sessions, he 
said. 

“Our plan itself will be confi¬ 
dential, but we’ll be able to go out 
in the community to give informa¬ 
tion to residents on what they’d 
need to do,” Dahlman said. 

The city council accepted the 
grant last week.
